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IISSPIRACY AGAINST WHITES 


What Led to the Lynching of "Prophet" Smith 


and Another Negro Implicated 


in Foster Murder* 


New Orleans, La., June 20.—Quiet 


prevailed today at Shreveport, whore 
two negroes arrested in connection 
with, the murder of John Gray Foster, 
the planter—"Prophet" Smith and G. 
D, McLand—were lynched during the 
night. 


Telegrams from Shreveport today 


state that evidence was discoverei so 
clearly establishing the identity of 
Smith and McLand as enemies of the 
white race and dangerous elements 
among the negroes that their extinc- 
tion came to 'be regarded as essential 
to the preservation of order in *he 
parish. 


As it became the general belief that 


Prince Edwards, the negro accused 
of killing Poster, will never be cap- 
tured, the mob determined to act 
without further delay. 


Smith confessed just before he was 


lynched that he loaded the gun with 
which Foster was killed, 


Many letters of incendiary tenor, 


written by Smith -and his fellows, 
were found. 
Indications of con- 


spiracies against Chief Lake, of the 
Shreveport police, Foster and others, 
ran through the missives and in con- 
nection the minutes of a meeting* of 
the "Church of the Living God,** of 
which Smith was 'the head, precipi- 
tated the lynching. Sheriff Thomp- 
son, 
of Bossier, in view of the large 


mob, 
made no attempt to interfere* 


"Prophet" Smith founded the or- 


ganization previously mentioned, at 
Houston. Later he went to Shreve- 
port and immediately set about or- 
ganizing there. Chief of Police Lake 
declared him to "be a dangerous per- 
son and ordered him to leave, but he 


went no further than the country 
plantation. 


After the shooting of Foster a 


search of Smith's rooms revealed a 
so-called "Ark of, the Covenant," It 
was a rudely constructed box, bear- 
ing, within and without, mystic sym- 
bols. When the officials laid hold of 
the box the negroes were pahio 
stricken, 


Further seared revealed tihe min- 


utes of a meeting of the society. Its 
members 
were 
denominated 
as 


princes and Smith as the king. Fol- 
lowing is a copy of the minutes of a 
meeting held on the Foster place: 


"The royal archives of the kingdom 


of God met in supreme council. 
Sang 'Dark Was the Night* Opened 
by reading the 3&d chapter of Isaiah. 
After F,*K. Smith, the king, an- 
nounced the meeting opened, She stat- 
ed that he was advised of God to call 
the princes together In council to de 
cide what should be done with the 
chief of police and his force for in- 
teifering with the king of the chinch 
of God in Shreveport, 


"Prince Weibb was in favor of de- 


manding six months affliction upon 
the chief, Prince Sicks said tie was 
in favor of the same; also Prince Mc- 
Land; also Prhice Johnson; also 
Prince Edwards. 
All concurred in 


demanding six months' affliction on 
Chief Lake, of Shreveport. 


"&exfc case was the 'Bookers* of the 


building. 
The case was decided— 


'All that rock the building must ba 
punished with death within four 
days,' 


"A complaint was taken against J. 


G. Foster that he should be tormented 
until he give consent tihat all saints 
leave the pladb."

TELLS OF OUTRAGES IN CHINA 


General Ohaffee Says Peaceful Chinese were 


Slaughtered by ^o^eiigners- 


manent Harm Done. 


IRCHIVE^ 


Washington, June 20,™The report 


of Major General Chaffee on the cam* 
pign in China is being prepared for 
publication at the war department 


Among other matters it contains 


special reports upon the Bussian, 
Japanese, French,/German and Brit- 
ish troops; also reports on equipment, 
supplies, etc,, of foreign troops, and 
reports on different expeditions. 


These reports -are made by United 


Stated officers and from a military 
point of view are of considerable in- 
terest, but nearly all the main facts 
have heretofore been published. 


Sonte of Geenral Chaftee's com- 


ments are interesting. At one point 
he saysi 


"For about three weeks following 


the arrival of the relief column at 
Pekin the condition in -and about the 
city and along the line of communi- 
cation was bad. tooting of the cHy, 
uncontrolled foraging in the sur- 
loiincling country and seizure (by sol- 
diers of everything a Chinaman 
night have, as vegetables, eggs, 
rhkkent,, sheep, cattle, etc., whether 
being brought to the city or found on 
the farms; indiscriminate and gctt* 


erally unprovoked shooting of Chi- 
nese, in city, country and -along the 
line of march and the river—all this' 
did not tend, as was natural, to gain 
for the troops the confidence of the 
masses, with whom, it is certain, we 
have no quarrel, 'but were ill need of 
their labor. 
It is safe to say tnat 


where one real boxer has been killed 
since the capture of Pekin, 
fifty 


harmless collies or laborers on farms, 
including not a few women and chil- 
dren, have been slain* 


"No doubt the boier element is 


largely mixed with the masses of 
population and by slaying a lot one 
or more .boxers might 'be taken in," 


General Chaffee speaks of the re- 


straint he placed upon American 
troops. 
The Japanese commander 


also made it known that general war 
on all classes was not intended. 


General Chaffee says he opposed 


entering the Forbidden City unless 
looting was prohibited. 
This was 


agreed to and he thinks but little 
looting (has been done there, though 
articles have been ordered for sale 
said to have been taken from the For- 
bidden City.

noiarice. 
They are always parading 


their little knowledge for they most 
assume who knotw the least. 
They 


are puffed up. 
It is not knowledge, 


but a little knowledge that puffeth 
up. 
From such men one can learn 


little. 
He can only see external 


signs of an dnterntal deficiency. They 
<ue merely tpietenders, 
They 
can 


not be taught for they do not realize 
their 
ignorance. 
What good can 


such men dio the world? 
They only 


display their faults to the world an4 
in that way show how undesirable 
tbeir characteis are. that is, what 
poor models they would ni'ake. Surely 
no one should choose a onan from this 
class as his model, but should .shun 


him, 
On the other hand tfhere are 


those who are not learned and who 
know (they are not. 
They do not 


pie tend to fenow what they know 
nothing a/bout. 
These men will ad- 


vance foi they can be taught. 
Ig- 


norance that knows itself is a wise 
ignoirmce. These ouen are so anxious 
to learn that they axe willing to give 
their all to get knowledge. 
They 


acquire what they can either throiigh 
associations or experiences. 
If a 


man wishes to rise and is now ignoi- 
antj he must realize at the first that 
he knows not, for although he may 
not be learned at first, he can be 
taught, and may therefore become 
learned. 
A third cla&s is composed 


of those in whom are hidden abili- 
ties. 
There are many men who have 


intellect, 'but who do not realize this 
fact. 
These men are asleep to them* 


selves and hence to the greater part 
of the world. 
Can we aftord to let 


such men sleep? No, it is our duty 
to awaken them in order that they 
may give their knowledge to the 
world and let it play its part in life's 
drama. 
It is unfair to the world 


that a man should know something 
and not make it do some service for 
his 
fellowmen, 
Knowledge was 


never given to keep, but to impart 
But how can he impart his knowledge 
if he is asleep? 
When we meet with 


men of this class and see their hid- 
den abilities, let us awaken them, 
and in so doing, gain for ourselves, 
for in helping them we are the first 
to be benefited. 
Finally there are 


those who know, and kno'fr that they 
know. 
Men of this class are wise. 


They know that they have knowledge 
and still do not parade iifc, fcut keep 
it -for better purposes. 
They impart 


it to those who are willing- to learn 
and thus help them to advance, ftom 
such men we all can learn. 
Through

SCHOOL A1SHD THE STATE. 


The address of President William 


W. Pars'ons, of 
the state normal 


school at Terre Haute, was 'heard 
with the closest Interest. 
In open- 


ing President Parsons expressed his 
pleasure at being permitted to speak 
to the first twentieth century class 
of the Fort Wayne high school, as 
well as to the magnificent audience 
presen't, and stated that by the term 
"school" in his address he -meant to 
include eveiy branch of the state's 
public educational institutions, <from 
the oountiy dietiicft school to the 
highest of the state institutions of 
learning. 
In part he said: 


"I feel very sure that never before 


in the woild's history has public in- 
terest in public education been so 
deep, so general and so intelligent as 
at the present time. 
We have conie 


to 'believe that mankind should be 
educated. 
The conviction ha& taken 


deep hold in the public mind that 
every human being is entitled to the 
blessings of education. 
The state ir 


a great educational agency as well 
as a governmental authority, and in 
order to fill his place in the great or- 
ganism of human soiciety every per- 
son mu-s't come to possess in some fair 
measure the culture and education 
of his race* 


"Educational 
institutions 
are 


springing up and multiplying rapid- 
ly in all parts of the civilized world, 
Education is no longer a matter of 
individual concern alone, for the 
highest interests of society as a 
whole are conditioned upon the well- 
being of each individual member of 
society. 
Few of us, I take it, are 


aware of the igreat extent and enor- 
mous expense of the public school 
system. 
In our own fair state of 


Indiana alone $17,000,000 is perma- 
nently invested' in public school 
property. 
In the year just closing 


650,000 Indiana children have been 
enrolled in the public sichoola, and 
about 15,500 teachers have instruct- 
ed them at a total annual expense ot 
not far from $8,000,000. 
Indiana 


ranks liiga in the -scate ot intelli- 


gence, and in Fort, Wayne «Jooi« 
albout $500,000 ie permanently in* 
vested dn school property. 'Nearly 
6,000 children have been enrolled the 
past year in the public schools, with 
about 160 teachers, and the expense 
has not been far from $125,000. 


WHAT IS THE OBJECT? 


"What are you trying to accom- 


plish by all {this? 
(By wh'at right 


does the state take from the people 
this sum of money and devote it to 
the cause of education? 
I have two 


answers to these questions: 
First, 


the modern world 'has to a great ex- 
tent a new conception of the individ- 
ual and the Btate, and of their re- 
cipaodal relations. 
In ancient days 


the state was only a governmental 
institution. 
The individual had but 


little individualityj he owed abso- 
lute allegiance to and existed only 
for the state. 
In our modern times 


this idea is chfuiged, and the indi- 
vidual human being is the one thing 
of infinite and eternal value. 
In the 


second place, the state maintains this 
system to perpetuate itself. 
It de- 


pends for its security upon the patri- 
otism and the morality of the people, 


"Is it true that the state needs to 


educate her people? 
Let us look at 


the conditions today. 
Aie you aware 


that Indiana, even with her splendid 
public school system, has a consider* 
able per cent of illiteracy— that 30,- 
000 voters can 
neithei 
read nor 


write? 
No political party since the 


time of the civil war, I believe, has 
carried the state at a general election 
by a majority equal to the amount of 
the illiteracy in its own ranks. That 
means that the balance of political 
power is held by men who can not 
read the ballot they drop in the box. 
Bo you tell me this is not a menace? 
It is the function of education to dis- 
integrate the mob, and to make every 
man an unfcrammeled thinker." 


The speaker 
referred 
to other 


menacing influences—insanity, sui- 
cide, crime, etc., and held that i't is 
the duty of the school, the press, the 
church and the state to do its utmost 
to coumtera'ct these influences, 


SCHOOL'S OPPORTUNITY. 


"Here the free American school has 


an opportunity not excelled by any 
of the others. I would not under- 
estimate nor minimize tha work of 
the church, but in this opportunity 
to train boys and girls Tor useinl 
citizenship the school must not shirk 
its responsibility. 
What 
would I 


have these schools do? In a word, 
my judgment is thalt 
the 
public 


school must consecrate itself anew to 
its work of building 
up in these 


young people the highest standaid of 
manhood 
and 
womanhood. What 


the world needs 
supremely at this 


age is decency as milch as brains; 
manliness, not mere 'acumen 
The 


schools must instill manly and wom- 
anly 'habits into these young people 
at the plastic periods of their lives. 
A mere 
knowledge 
of right and 


wrong does not comstiitute m?oiiality; 
it is only when good habits 'are abso- 
lute rulers of life t'hnit they 'ai'e char 
acttar. 


"And what ai^e jthe hiorlal 
hiabits 


the schools may lead children 
to 


form? There lave at least three great 
classies of these. 
The firdt class I 


call simple mechanical habit*—those 
whdch th-e child is led to form in an 
unieflective way—foabilts of prompt- 
ness, regularity, attention, industry 
and obedience. Th'a second is a higther 
or more sltrictly moral cllaiss of vh- 
tu'&s—truthfulness, honJeaty, patriot- 
ism, politeness. 
Th'e third—religious 


virtues, Now, I imagine (this gieat 
auditence is bristling wtith Apposition 
to thus last gta*em!en.t. 'Whait/ you 
say, 'would you teach iteligion in the 
public schools?' 
*No land yes/ I an- 


swer. 
If by religion you mieian siec- 


tariianism o-r dog-mlatic thieology, no; 
but if by religion you mleiaai that 
great celestial trinity of vtintues on 
which Christian society neslts—faith, 
hope 'and ctoarilty—then I maintain 
that thte school mJay rightfully en- 
girave ithteise inlto the mind of every 
boy and girl.

At the bar meeting, held yesterday 


afternoon, 
following the memorial 


that was adopted testifying to the 
diameter and 
worth 
of 
General 


Knefler as a soldier and a citizen, 
Capt.'E, F Bitter read a personal'] 
memorial, in which he spoke of the 
general's religious belief.

And now Edison the "wizard" has 


invented a way of making houses 
that is going to revolutionize present 
methods and add! greatly to 'the sum 
of 'human happiness and content- 
ment. 
That is, if certain enterpris- 


ing newspapers which have been in- 
terviewing him represent the facts 
correctly. It is announced that Mr. 
Edison has discovered a cheap meth- 
od of making Portland cement, and 
that lie expects this substance to bake 
the place of stone and brick as a 
building material. 
If his expecta- 


tions are realized, then, according to 
the newspaper prophets, an economic 
transformation 
will follow. Con- 


struction will be greatly cheapened, 
rents will be lowcied, "small places 
will cost but $10 a month," and fire 
insurance companies will have to go 
out of business. 
Here is a state- 


ment made by Mr. Edison, in an in- 
terview credited to 'him in Insurance 
Engineering: 


"My impression is that the time 


will come when each contractor will 
have standard forms of houses, twen- 
ty or thirty varieties. 
The fo^ms 


will be of wood, and a contractor, 
using one of the stand*\d shapes, will 
simply go out arr1 -pour* ali'ouse. 


"There vill pio"bably be hundreds 


of 
devg-ns, 
The contractors will 


put up then concrete mixer and have 
their beams and forms ready. 
They 


will pour the form for the first story, 
and so on, 


"To do that all they will require 


will be cfrnrmon 3a%or—a few men and 
one boss. 
That Is what I think will 


be done eventually, 
'And such a 


h'ouse can be madte very cheaply. 
It 


seems to me there will not be much 
use for carpenters then. 
There will 


be cabinet makers, to be sure. Why, 
even the floors and sitairs will "be 
road'e of concrete." 


Mr. Edison, is 
quoted as adding 


muc(h interesting information as to 
the methtod'of prepaz*iiig the concrete 
or cement far use in the new style of 
house 'building, and in reply to a 
question regarding the thickness of 
walls in the ordinary workman's 
house he said; 
"The bottom course 


ought to be 
of Portland cement, 


twelve inches, up to the first story, 
and eight inches above the fiist story 
The roofs will be of cement also.'7 


It will be seen that the inventor's 


lemarks apply omly 
ito houses of 


moderate pretensions. 
But it is as- 


serted that the cement method can be 
adapted to far more ambitious styles 
of houses, and that these, of great 
size and of architectural attractive- 
ness, can be produced at a cost which 
brings them <within reach of those 
who lay no claim to being million- 
aires. 
In fact, a man of almost 


humble means will be able to live in 
a castle as imposing as those of an- 
cient feudal times in Europe. 
All 


this is very inviting. 
Yet there 


will 'be doubt in many minds as to 
the coming of this domestic millen- 
nium, even under the auspices of 
such a wonderworker as Mr. Edison. 
The contractor who erects structures 


of wood, brick and stones is not like- 
ly to 8° out of business solely on the 
5>Uength of the new cement inven- 
tion, 
It is altogethei piobable that 


houses will continue to be built, and 
not "poured,'' far some time to come,

HARRIMAN'S PLAN 


SEPARATES 
TRAFFIC 
TK 


OTHEK EAILWAY AFFAIKS, 


UNIFICATION 
OF INTERESTS 


WITHOUT 
CONSOLIDATION OF 


COMPANIES. 


INNOVATION IN RAILROADING 


IS EXPECTED TO JtBSULT IN 


GENERAL REVOLUTION. 


San Francisco, June 20.—J* C, 


Stubbs, vice president of the South- 
ern Pacific, whose appointment as 
traffic manager of the vast system 
of railroads controlled by the Hani- 
man interests, as announced from 
Chicago, has ai rived in this city. In 
speaking of rtihe innovation to De in- 
troduced in railroad methods by the 
creation of the position to which he 
has just been appointed, Mr. Stubbs 
explained the matter by saying *hat 
Mr. Harriman had (been considering1 


for some time the feasibility an'd 
practicability of divorcing the traffic 
of the lines he is interested in from 
the otfher aifairs of the roads. 
He 


has talked over the scheme with gen- 
tlemen who 'helped to frame the pol- 
icy and direct the fortunes of the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific, 
and has evolved a plan which, in 
Harriman's opinion, ought to achieve 
the heretofore impossible task of har- 
monizing the interests of the several 
Harriman roads. As Mr. Stubbs puts 
it, it is a plan to bring about a uni- 
fication of interests with a reduction 
of friction and the elimination of un- 
necessary competition without con- 
solidating the properties unde" one 
management. 
Under 'this plan one 


man is to have entire charge of the 
traffic of the several corporations i nd 
in order to effectually divorce the 
traffic from .the other affairs of the 
road, this official will report directly 
to the 'board. T!his position of power 
and responsibility, comparable to no 
other in the history of railroading, 
was offered to Mr. Stubbs and he ac- 
cepted. 
The plan is an absolutely 


new one in railroading. Mr. Stubbs 
does not even know wliat title will 
be bestowed upon him. 


"I suppose," said he, '"'that it will 


be 'traffic director,' or. 'director of 
traffic.' That is a matter of detail 
that has not been considered as yet. 


"Ijn a word/' Mr. Stubbs went on to 


explain, "I am to be placed tin entire 
charge of the traffic of the Southern 
Pacific, the Union Pacific, the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation company 
and, the Oregon Short Line, and T 
will report to the board's direcfrois 
of {tjie several companies. 
That 


means that I am to report direct to 
Mr,' Harriman* The organization is 
simply this: 


"Each company has its board of di- 


rectors and each board of directors 
has an executive committee, piesid- 
ed over by a chairman. When the 
board of directors is in session it is 
supreme and when the board is not 
in session and the executive commit- 
tee is holding a meeting, the execu- 
tive committee is supreme. 
When 


the executive committee is not in 
session, the chairman of the commit- 
tee controls things. E. H. Hammau 
is chairman of the executive commit- 
ted of the four roads. 


"The other Harriman roads, such as 


the Illinois Central and the Chicago 
and Alton, are not included in this 
arrangement. 
My responsibili ties 


will be confined to the lines west of 
the river. This is the territxny in 
which all the traffic troubles have 
eiisted. There have been pools and 
gentlemen's agreements and they 
have all failed to solve the problem. 
Now Mr. Harriman purposes to try 
this experiment of handling the traf- 
fic of the lin'es over which he pre- 
sides, 


"I am relied upon to show Mr. Har- 


liman and his assistants that a sys- 
tematic readjustment of the 
traffic 


methods of the several roads in har- 
monious lines and an economic ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the 
traffic departments will be attended 
by greater profit. 


Mr. Harriman has such an idea and 


I am to demonstrate it to him in prac- 
tice. It is all new and experimental. 
The pathway is unbiased. Whether 
the result will justify the experiment; 
remains to be seen. I have no idea 
whether or not the arrangement will 
be permanent. 
Because of tha nov- 


elty of this new position and because 
I will live henceforth in Chicago in- 
stead of San Francisco, I am not as 
happy over the change as I might 
be." 


Mr, Stubbs said that the new ar» 


rangement respecting himself was a 
complete surprise to the presidents 
of the Soxithern Pacific and Union 
Pacific, as it was to railroad men in 
the country, who were not prepared 
to see such ft revolution in tin meth- 
ods of conservative railroading cor- 
porations. 


Mr. Stubbs was asked if his pro- 


motion would be attended by any 
other changes in the general office of 
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the Southern Pacific or in the traffic 
departments of the other railroads 
with which he will henceforth be 
identified. He said he saw no reason 
for any changes and believed that all 
the present officials would hold their 
positions. 


Mr. Stubbs said that when he left 


Chicago April 1 plans were being per- 
fected to place the traffic of the 
Nor them Pacific, the Great Northern 
and the Burlington in the hands of 
Darius Miller, at present second vice 
president of the Great Northern, and 
that there would in all probability be 
brought about a centralization of Ihe 
management of the Gould lines, in- 
cluding the Missouri Pacific, Texas 
and Bio Grande lines. Mr. Stubbs 
will leave here early in July for Chi- 
cago to enter upon the duties of his 
new nositlon.

HiSPIRACY AGAINST WHITES 


What Led to the Lynching of "Prophet" Smith 


and Another Negro Implicated 


in Foster Murder. 


New Orleans, La., June 20.-Quiet 


prevailed today at Shreveport, whore 
two negroes arrested in connection 
with the murder of John Gray Foster, 
the planter -"Prophet" Smith and G. 
D, McLnnd—were lynched during the 
night. 


Telegrams from Shreveport today 


state that evidence was discovered so 
clearly establishing the identity o£ 
Smith and McLand as enemies of the 
white race -and dangerous elements 
among the negroes that their extinc- 
tion cnrne to be regarded as essential 
to the preservation of order in *.he 
parish. 


As it became the general belief that 


Prince Edwards, the negro accused 
of killing Foster, will 'never be cap- 
tured, the mob determined to act 
without further delay. 


Smith confessed just before he was 


lynched that he loaded tile gun with 
which Foster was killed. 


Many letters of incendiary tenor, 


written by Smith and his fellows, 
were found. 
Indications of con- 


spiracies against Chief Lake, of the 
Shreveport police, Foster and others, 
ran through the missives and in con- 
nection the minutes of a meeting- of 
the "Church of the Living God," of 
which Smith, was the head, precipi- 
tated, the lynching. Sheriff Thomp- 
son, of Bossier, In view of the large 
mob, 
made no 'attempt to interfere. 


"Prophet" Smith founded the or- 


ganization, previously mentioned, at 
Houston. Later he went to Shreve- 
port and immediately set about, or- 
ganizing there. Chief of Police Lake 
declared him to lie a dangerous per- 
son and ordered him to leave, but he 


went no further than the country 
plantation. 


After the shooting of Foster a 


search of Smith's rooms' revealed a 
so-called "Ark of. the Covenant." It 
was a rudely constructed box, bear- 
ing, within and without, mystic sym- 
bols. When the officials laid hold of 
the box the negroes were panic 
stricken. 


Further search1 revealed the min- 


utes of a meeting of the society. Its 
members 
were 
denominated 
as 


princes and Smith as the king. Fol- 
lowing is a copy of the minutes of a 
meeting held on the Foster place: 


"The royal archives of the kingdom 


of God met hi supreme council. 
Sang 'Dark Was the Night.' Opened 
by reading the 32d chapter of Isaiah. 
After F..K. Smith, the king, an- 
nounced the meeting opened, lie stat- 
ed that lie was advised of God to call 
the princes together 'in council to de- 
cide what should be done with the 
chief of police and his force for in- 
terfering with'the king of the church 
of God in Shreveport. 


"Prince Weibb was in favor of de- 


manding six mouths affliction upon 
the chief. Prince Hicks said he was 
in favor of the same; also Prince He- 
Land ; also Prince Johnson; also 
Prince Edwards. 
All concurred in 


demanding1 six months' iifhiction on 
Chief Lnke, of Shreveport. 


"Next case was the 'Rockers' of the 


building. 
The case was decided— 


'All that rock the building must be 
punished with death within four 
days.'

General,Chaffee Says Peaceful Chinese were 


Slaughtered by Foreigners—Per- 


manent Harm Done. 


Washington, June 20.—The report 


of Major General Chnffee on the cam- 
pign In China is being prepared for 
publication at the war department 


Among other matters it contains 


special reports upon the Hussian, 
Japanese, French, German and Brit- 
ish troops; also reports on equipment, 
supplies, etc., of foreign troops, anil 
reports on different expeditions. 


These reports -are made by United 


States ofiiceis and from a military 
point of view are of considerable in- 
terest, -but nearly all the main facts 
have" heretofore been published.

SCHOOL AND THE STATE. 


Th« address of President William 


W. Parsons, of 
the state normal 


school .it Terre Haute, was 'heard 
with the closest 'interest. 
In open- 


ing President Parsons expressed his 
pleasure at being permitted to speak 
to the first twentieth century class 
of the Fort Wayne high school, as 


•ell as to the magnificent audience 


present, and stated that by the term 


school" in his address he meant to 


include every branch of the state's 
public educational institutions, -from 
the country district school to the 
hig-hest of the state institutions of 
learning. 
Tn part he said: 


"I feel very sure that never before 


in the world's history has public in- 
terest in public education -been so 
deep, so general and so intelligent as 
at the present time. 
We have come 


to 'believe that mankind should he 
educated. 
The conviction has taken 


deep hold in the public mind that 
every human being is entitled to the 
blessings of education. 
The state is 


a great educational agency as well 
as a governmental authority, nnd in 


rder to fill his place in the great or- 
unism. of human society every per- 
son mus't come to possess in some fair 
neasure the culture and education 
f Ms race. 
"Educational 
institutions 
are 


springing up and multiplying rapid- 
y in all parts of the civilized-world. 
Education is no longer a matter of 
ndividiial 
concern alone, for 
the 


ighest interests of 
society as a 


whole are conditioned upon -the well- 
being of each individual menVber of 
society. 
Few of us, I take it, are 


ware of the great extent and enor- 
nous expense of the public school 
system. 
In our own fair state of 


Indiana alone $17,000,000 is perma- 
nently invested in public school 
property. 
In the year just closing 


050,000 Indiana children -have been 
enrolled in the public Schools, nnd 
ibout 15,500 teachers have dnstruct- 


cl them at a total annual expense of 
not far from $8,000,000. 
Indiana 


•auks liig-li In the scale of i n't Dili- 


gence, 
and in Fort , Wayne alone 


albout -1500,000 ia permanently in- 
vested in school property. ' Nearly 
6,000 children liave been enrolled tho 
past year in the public schools, with 
about 100 teachers, and the expense 
has not been far from $125,000. 


WHAT IS THE OBJ-E-CT? 


"What are you trying to accom- 


plish by all ithis? 
(By whtot right 


does the state take from the people 
this sum of money and devote it to 
the cause of education? 
I have two 


answers to these questions: 
First, 


the modern world 'lias to a great ex- 
tent a new conception of the individ- 
ual nnd the state, and of their re- 
ciprocal relations. 
In ancient days 


the state was only a governmental 
institution. 
The individual had but 


little individuality; he owed abso- 
lute allegiance to and existed only 
for the state. 
In our modern times 


this idea is changed, and the indi- 
vidual human "being is the one thing 
of infinite and eternal value. 
In the 


second place, the state maintains this 
system to perpetuate itsalf. 
It de- 


pends for its security upon the patri- 
otism and the morality of the people. 


"Is it true that the state needs to 


educate her people? 
Let ns look at 


the conditions tod'ay. 
Are you aware 


that Indiana, even with her splendid 
public school system, has a consider- 
able per cent of illiteracy—that 30,- 
000 voters can 
neither read nor 


write? 
No political party since the 


time of the civil war, I believe, has 
carried the state nt a general election 
by a majority equal to the nm-ount of 
the illiteracy in. its own ranks. That 
means that the balance of political 
power is held by men who can not 
read the ballot they drop in the box. 
Do you tell me this is not a menace? 
It is the function of education to dis- 
integrate the mob, and to make every 
man an untrammeled thinker." 


The speaker 
referred to 
orlier 


menacing 
influences—insanity, sui- 


cide, crime, etc., and held that it is 
the duty of the school, the press, the 
church and the state to do its utmost 
to counteract these influences. 


SCHOOL'S OPPORTUNITY. 


"Here the free American school has 


an opportunity not excelled by any 
of the others. 
I would not undcr- 


tstimate nor minimize tha work of 
the church, but in this opportunity 
to train boys and girls 1'or useful 
citizenship the school must noi: shirk 
its responsibility. 
"What 
would I 


have these schools do? 
In a word, 


my judgment is that 
the 
public 


school must consecrate itself anew to 
its work of building 
up in these 


young1 people the highest standard of 
manhood 
and 
womanhood. What 


the world needs 
supremsly at this 


age is decency as much ns brains; 
manliness, not mere acumen 
Tho 


schools must instill manly and wom- 
anly -habits into these young people 
at the plastic periods of their lives 
A onere 
knowledge 
of right anc 


wrong does not constitute morality 
it is only when good ha'bits 'are -.ibso- 
luite rulers of life th-rut they are char 
act 61-. 


"And wJiat are Ahe 'moral 
habits 


the schools may lead children 
form? There are at -least three g 
classes of these. 
The first class I 


call simple mechanical habits—those 
which the child is led bo form in an 
unrfiflective way—-liabtlts of prompt- 
ness, regularity, alUentioii, industry 
and obedi&nce, TIu second is a higfliei 
or more strict-ly mor.nl cliass of vir- 
tues—truthfulness, honeuty, patriot- 
ism, politeness. Th'e 'third—religious 
vLrtues. 
Now, I imagine ithis great 


audience is bristling with opposition 
to thiis last statement. 
'Whait,' you 


say, 'would you teach religion in the 
public schools?' 
'No 'nud yes,' I an- 


swer. If by religion you meftii 
tarianism or dogmlatic theology, no; 
bat if by religion you iiie.au 
that 


great celestial trinity 'of virtues on 
which Christian society rests—faith, 
hope and duality—then I maintain 
that the school m'ay rightfully en- 
»T.\ve itWese imto the mind of every 
boy and girl. Faith sees the prin- 
ciple; hope will see it; charity sets it 
in -the heart and gives iit out day by 
di.iy in our 
intercourse 
with 
ifhe 


world. These are the .trinity of celes- 
:ial virtues on which -aQl OUT modean 
[iiistltu'tions (rest. 


'WHAT SHALL THEY DO?

ago, before the birth of Christ, the 
philosopher, Aristotle, was aslced in 
Athens, 'What is the difference be- 
tween an educated and -uneducated 
•mnnP' 
His .answer was, "There is 


as much difference as between the 
living and the dead.' 
If you have 


not the opportunities for -a college 
education, strive to increase 
your 


store of knowledge. 
Be a source of 


pride to your parents and to your fel- 
low m6n, and m'ake of yourselves 
competent citizens of this great re- 
public."

INNOVATION IN RAILROADING 


San Francisco, June 30.-—J. C. 


Stubbs, vice president of the South- 
;rn Pacific, whose appointment us 
traffic manager of the vast system 
if railroads controlled by the Hani- 
man interests, as announced from 
Chicago, has arrived in this city: In 
speaking of /the innovation to be in- 
troduced in railroad methods by the 
creation of the position to which he 
las just been appointed, Mr. Stubbs 
jxplained. the matter by saying1 *hat 
Mr. Harrhnan had rbeeii considering' 
for some time the feasibility 
and 


practicability of divorcing- the traffic 
of the lines he is interested in from 
the other affairs of the roads. 
He 


las talked ov«r the scheme with gen- 
tlemen who lielped to frame the pol- 
icy and direct the fortunes of the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific, 
and has evolved a plan which, in 
Harriman's opinion, ought to achieve 
the heretofore impossible task of har- 
monizing the interests of the several 
Harriman roads. As Mr. Stubbs puts 
:t, it is a plan to bring1 about a uni- 
fication of interests with a reduction 
of friction and 'the elimination of un- 
lecessary competition witliout con- 
solidating the properties undo" one 
management. 
"Under this plan one 


man is to have entire charge of the 
r.rafflc of the several corporation;] t:iid 
in order to effectually 
divorce the 


traffic from the other affairs of the 
road, this official will report directly 
to the 'board. This position of power 
and responsibility, comparable to no 
other in the history of railroading, 
was offered to Mr. Stubbs and he ac- 
cepted. 
The plnn is an absolutely 


new one in railroading. 
Mr. Stubbs 


does not even know wliat title will 
be bestowed upon him. 


"I suppose," said he, "that it will 


be 'traffic director,', or 'director of 
traffic.' That is a matter of detail 
that has not been considered as yet. 


'In a word," Mr. Stubbs went on to 


explain, "I am to be placed in entire 
:harge of the traffic of the Southern 
Pacific, the Union Pacific, the Oregon 
Railway nii'd Navigation company 
and; the Oregon Short Line, and I 
will report to the board's directors 
of , the 
several companies. 
That 


menus that I am to report direct to 
Mr; Harriman. The organization is 
simply this: 


"Each company has its board of di- 


rectors and each board of director" 
has nil executive committee, presid- 
ed over by n chairman. 
"When the 


board of directors is in session it is 
supreme and when the board is not 


session and the executive commit- 


tee is holding a meeting, the execu- 
tive committee is supreme. 
When 


the executive committee is not in 
session, the chairman of the commit- 
tee controls things. E. H. Hnvriuiau 
is chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of the four roads. 


"The other Harriman roads, such as 


the Illinois Central and the Chicago 
and Alton, are not included in this 
arrangement. 
My 
responsibilities 


will be confined to the lines west 
the river. This is the territory 
which all the traffic troubles have 
existed. There have been pools an 
gentlemen's 
agreements and they 


have all failed to solve the problem 
Now Mr. Harriman purposes to try 
this experiment of handling the traf 
fie of the lln'es over which he pre- 
sides. 


"I am relied upon to show Mr. Har 


liman and his assistants that a sys 
temutic readjustment of the 
traffic 


methods of the several roads in har 
monious lines and an economic ad 
ministration of the affairs of the 
traffic departments will be attended 
by greater profit. 


Mr. Harriman has sucli an idea and 


I am to demonstrate it to Him in prac 
tice. It is all new and experimental 
The pathway is unbiased. Whethe: 
the result will justify the experimeir 
remains to be seen. I have no idea 
whether or not the arrangement wil 
be permanent. 
Because of tha nov 


elty of this new position and becausi 
I will live henceforth in Chicago in 
stead of San Francisco, I am not a* 
happy over the change as I migli 
be." 


Mr. Stubbs said that the new nr 


i-angement respecting himself was a 
complete surprise to the presidents 
;of the Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific, as it wns to railroad men in 
the country, who were not preparot 
to see such a revolution In th'j meth 
ods of conservative railroading cor 
porations.
